capital wa.s the first city to co ntract fo r 
the running

car.s marked a rev olution in urban 
rapid transit. 
The v ogue of the trolley- 
car swept ov er the co untry like wildfire. 
ilhiu ten .v ears few cities were witho ut 
trolley-cars. 
Thou.sands 
of

mules wliich had 
been 
ciragging cars 
were 
suddenly 
witho ut 
o ccupatio n 
and 
manv good hor.se.s changed o wners cheap. 


The trolley-car, .says The Tran.script, 
peilo rm ed wo nders in the dev elo pment 
of subiii-ban real e.slatc. 
Great areas that 
liad been too ta r out and too remo te from 
railwa.c- stations to be av ailable as resi­ 
dence di.stricts fo r city workeics were lit­ 
tle by little linked to the industrial cen­ 
ters by the electric railways. All thro ugh 
the m a iu e decade and during tlie years 
oi tlie new co untrv befo re the breaking 
o ut of tlie wo rld war. the trolley lines 
])io speicd; new iine.s were in continual 
I'roce.ss of extension into untapped terri­ 
tory. There were millions who used them 
fo r their ho liday pleasuring, fo r the auto ­ 
mobile 
was still 
a 
luxury

leach of the av erage man. 


And then came the war, the terrible 
inter of 19 17-18 and the ev er-mo unting 
costs of runiiiiig the trolleys.
